Praf. C J. Norwood. Diroctor of 
llwSlaUGtolojical Survey. 
Announcts His Ar- 



HAVE BEEN COMPLETED. 

I'rof. C. J. Norwood, director 
of the State Geological Hiarvey, 
annonnces that he has completed 
the orgaaiisatioD of biB corps of 
asBistants and entered upon the 
work contemplated by the act of 
the LegiBlatnre reviving the bu- 
reaa, says the Ooarier- Journal. 
HiB aBSistant, Mr. J. B. Hoeing, 
long topographer of the survey 
under Prof. Proctor, and for 
some time later one of his most 
eflTective assistants in geological 
field work, will have special 
charge of the study of the oil dis- 
tricts, his work in the old survey 
having been in the same line. 
This statement is made authori- 
tatively to prevent confusion 1 
likely to arise from an incor-' 
rect announcement that this 
work had been assigned to I'rof. 
Arthur Miller, knother assistant. 
In the pro«ecution of his work 
Mr. HoeiuK will inspect the wells 
bored in various portions of the 
State, and will desire to obtain 
all available records of the bor- 
ings, as to depth at which oil was 
obtained and the geological char- 
acter of the rocks penetrated. 
For this reason it is desirable 
that the managers of the various 
ron)pani:'s engaged in such work 
Bliuuld be apprised of bis official 
assignment, and fnrttidi bim all 
information in Iheir poaaeBsion. 
In turn he will be able to render 
them valuable aid in prospecting 
for oil, from his knowledge of 
the underlying rocks and of the 
possibility of success in any de- 
fined region. By such co-opera- 
tion many thousands of dollars 
will be saved to prospectors by 
bis better kuowledfie of the sub- 
ject and by the practical advice 
he can give them. 

I'rof. Arthur Miller, first as- 
sistant to the director, has charge 
of the areal geoloRV of the Cen- 
tral Kentucky lead, zinc and 
Hpar district. He is specially 
well fitted for this work from his 
close study and knowledge (;f the 
lower Silurian formation of Ken- 
tucky, in which these minerals 
are found. During the existence 
of the old survey but slight evi- 
dence of the existence of these 
Bubstancen liad been found, ex- 
cept as to lead, which had not 
proved sufficiently abundant to 
give promise of being commer- 
cially valuable. Later indica- 
tions have been found of the ex- 
istence of lead, zinc and spar, 
and warrant the belief that prop- 
er investigation will produce val- 
uable results. 

To I'rof. Aug. F. Foer«te has 
been assiened the study of the 
upi>er Silurian and Devonian 
clays and shales. This is afield 
in which Kentucky is just now 
interested and upon which there 
is needed information, as among 
o^r valuable deposits found in 
l^nQiM formations are tbe days 
adapted for making Portland ee- 

nt, vitrified brick, pottery and 
for other uses. They embrace 
also iron ores, such as are found 
m Bath county, and large de- 
ports of the Devonian black 
shale, found about Louisville and 
in large areas in various por- 
tions of the State from 76 to 160 
feet thick, which is coming to be 
regarded as of great future value 
in tbe production of oil, gas, 
vitrified brick and other utilities. 
Prof. Foerste has given more at- 
ten|bion to those forinations in 



Ohio, Tennessee, Indiana and 
Kentucky than any other geolo- 
gist, and ranks high among the 
geologistB of the country. 

This is a «ood beginning and 
will in time yield good fruit. 
The small appropriation at tbe 
command of the director limits 
his force and will not admit of a 
study of all the branches of the 
subject from the start, but grad- 
ually it is expected to cover the 
whole field. The next assign- 
ment will be in the matter of 
coal, which, however, was so 
thoroughly explored by the old 
survey as not to need immediate 
attention as much as the other 
branches which have already 
beeu organized. 

One very desi ruble end is that 
the work of tlie survey should 
enlist the synipiitliy and interest 
intelligent tnind in the 
State, anil siinuiil engage the co- 
operation of all wlio wish to see 
Kentucky develop in pro[)ortion 
to her valuable geological re- 
sources. Especially should it 
commend itself to the higher 
schools and colleges of the State. 
An erroneous imjiression seems 
to have gotten out that the snr- 
uld De controlled by State 
Colletce, and tbe w(.rk depends 
chiefly upon its professors and 
students. This does e(tuul in- 
justice to the survey and the col- 
lege. All the collegiate institu- 
tions of the State should under- 
stand that the survey wishes to 
have their co-operation, aud that 
it is not being operated as an 
adjunct of auy one college, but 
that in eyery wa> in which op- 
portunity is offered it is the de- 
sire of the director that all share 
its benefits alike.

rKEE TRIP TO THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

A special fmm Wheatcroft, 
Ky., to the Courier-Journ;il says: 
The coal mines at Wheatcroft 
after having been closed down 
about two montliF, have now 
suined operations with nonuii 
men. These mines have been in 
operation about two years, and 
the Miners' I'liion had gradually 
worked its men into the mines 
until they were thoroughly or- 
ganized. The union and the oj)- 
eratorshad several disagreement? 
and the mines were closet^ sever- 
al times last year, on account oi 
the company's discharging union 
, which the union claimed it 
had no right to do. 

Two mouths ago the company 
gave notice that it would close 
down its mines indefinitely, and 
every man was paid up and dis- 
charged, and most of them left 
town. About a week ago the 
company secured about thirty 
white nonunion miners from Se- 
bree and Earlington, and orLMii- 
ized them into an association, 
known as tbe Wheatcroft Miners 
Association. The company en- 
tered into a contract with each 
of these miners, which provides 
that whatever is the scale for 
pick miners in Western Ken- 
tucky during the next five years, 
the company will pay these men 
li percent in excess of any union 
scale which may ba established 
It further agrees to put aside a 
certain percent of its profits and 
to divide the same among the 
members of the association, in 
the way of a cash bonus- This is 
in addition to their wages. The 
members of the association have 
no dues nor assessments to pay, 
of any nature. The members of 
the association are to elect their 
own check weighman and elect a 
board of trustees to manage the 
affairs of the association. Nine 
hours per day constitute a day's 
work, the company reserving the 
right, at any time, to work ten 
hours. Only nonunion men of 
good character, who can give 
good references, are admitted as 
members of the association. 

The company further agree that 
every member of the association 
who gives satisfaction in his 
work will be taken by the coal 
company on a free excursion to 
the World's Fair' at St. Louis 
some time daring the continu- 
ance of the exposition, and en 
tirely free of expense to the men. 

Since the mines have resumed 
operation with these non-union 
interference has been antic- 
ipated from the union men left 
at Whefitcroft, together with the 
union m^n at Sturgia and De 
Koven. The company has a large 
force of Deputy Sheriffs and 
guards on duty day and nights 
On Thursday and Saturday 
nights of last week, it was re- 
ported that 600 men were com- 
ing from Sturgis and DeKoven 
to run the nonmnion mea out of 
the town, and almost every un- 
ion man took his wife and fam- 
ily out of the tow* on those 
nights. The company had a large 
number of Depu^ l^beriffi sworn 
I, and armed every mhn in its 
employ, and had the men come, 
there certainly would have been 
bloodshed.

I Keatucky Crop Rcpoi 

The following is the Iventucky 
crop report, Issued from the local 
Louisville waathar bureau: 
. Very fayorabla weatbar prevailed 
throughout the week. Work 
vigorously prosecuted, and growing 
crops advanced fairly well. Ligh 
showers at the close of the week 
were very beneficial. 

'Wheat shows conaidarabla im- 
provamant, but it bad snohapoor 
start and was so badly wintor-kiUed 
that there cannot be anything like a 
full crop. It la so thin in aoma 
fields that corn ia being planted in 
us place. 

Corn planting prograaaad rapidly 
and was nearly oomplatad. A large 
acreage Is being put in. The early 
planted corn is comlntr up better 
than was expected. 

Tobacco plants are in good condi- 
tion in most localities and prepara- 
tions for transplanting have bagnn ; 
the acreage will not be quite as 
large as usual. 

Oats, rye, clover and graaaes are 

lore promising, but winter oats are 
rather thin. 

Hemp is coming up well. 

Gardens and potato crops are late, 
but are now doiflg much better. 

Reports in regard to fruit vary 
greatly; in the central parte of the 
■tato most of tha paaebaa and a 
pa^maay apples war* jkUlad, but

Siinda^ with d detachment of his 
protecting two flotillas of 
} boats which bad beea deUlled 
t sweeping the harbor by 
mines. Five mines 
s discovered and exploded, and the 
» being suspended for the day 
when the Mlyako struck an i^discor- 
( rrd mine, which exploded with tre- 
inrndoua force nnder the stern, on the 
port side, and Inflicted immense dam- 
age on tke hoIL The Mlyako euk In 
22 mlnvtee. Two sailors .were killed 
and 22 men were wounded. Tke rest 
of tke crew were rescued. 

Tlift aewB at tke lose of the Mlyako 
has been eorrowfuUy recelrdd la ToUa 
The OaBsarme jobdractar of .tke Work 
in wkleh tke Mlyako waa enfaged la 
generally appreciated, bnt It wai 
thouikt tkat tke loss «C torpedo boa,t 
No. 41, under similar clrcnmitances, 
Thursday last, would serve as a warn- 
ing to those engaged in the work, to 
exercise great oare. 

The Miyako was a steel cruiser of 
1,800 tons displacement and 8.130 in- 
dicated horse power, completed in 1001, 
and having an estimated speed of 20 
knots. She waa 314% feet long, had 
36-feet beam and drew 13)4 feet of 
water. Her armament consisted of 
two 4.7-inch qivlck-flrlng guns and ten 
1.8-lnch guns and four torpedo tubes

Ainoiit: the iriteresfinf;exhibits 
connected with the Department 
of Mines and Mett^lurgy at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
will be a coal testing plant oper- 
ated under the liire.'tion of the 
United States ( n'<)l(.;;ioal Survey. 
The tests will be conducted not 
for tlie purpo.se of determing the 
relative value or merit of differ- 
ent coals, but primarily for the 
purpose of demonstrating the 
most economical methods for 
their utilization. 

The Directors of the Survey 
has appointed to conduct this 
work a committee consisting of 
Messrs. E. W. Parker, J. A. 
Holmes, and M. R. Campbell. 

The equipment for carrying on 
these tests has been loaned by 
the exhibitors of the machinery, 
and Congress has appropriated 
.mo,000 to enable the Director of 
the (geological Survey to make 
the tests. , 

The material to be tested will 
be collected under the direction 
of Mr. M. R. Campbell, of the 
Geological Survey, who will pro- 
cure the co-operation of the va- 
rious State geologists. Great 
care will be exercised to see that 
the samples sent for testing rep- 
resent the commercial product of 
tbe nlines or districts from which 
the coal is shipped and are not 
selected samples. No tests will 
be made of any coals shipped in 
less quantity than one good sized 
carload, as it will require from 8 
to 20 tons for each of the differ- 
ent tests to which the coals will 
be subjected.
